REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The newly 
cited references to Benge and Uchibori each show manufacture of electronic devices 
comprising cutting sections of a web and bonding to a second web, but these 
references, either alone or in combination with any of the other prior art, fail to suggest 
all of the claimed method steps including coating conducting lines perpendicular to the 
transport direction on one web, coating a liquid crystal material over the conducting 
lines, cutting away portions of that web, coating conducting lines parallel to the transport 
direction of another web, and adhesively sealing the two webs together.
